The  district  is  entii'ely  rural  in  character,  the  northern  portion  being  typicri.1 
lakeland  country  v/ith  lakes  and  fells  merging  into  the  more  southern  portion  vmich 
extends  to  the  coast  and  forms  part  of  the  northern  shores  of  Morecambe  Bay,  Dvo  lalces, 
Coniston  and  Esthwaite,  as  well  as  two-thirds  of  the  shores  of  Lake  Windermere  are 
'wholly  contained  in  the  district. 


The  principal  industry  is  agriculture,  withthehotel  and  catering  industry''  playing 
a  prominent  part  during  the  summer  season. 


Accident  a.t  Windscale. 


Special  reference  must  be  made  to  the  local  effects  of  the  accident  x?hich  occurred 
at  Y/indscale  No,  1  Pile  on  10th  October,  1957.  It  will  be  recalled  that  the  pile 
became  overheated  during  a  routine  maintenance  operation  and  as  a  result  radioactive 
products  v^ere  liberated.  Most  of  these  were  trapped  in  the  filters  of  the  plsnt  and  the 
only  isotope  to  escape  into  the  atmosphere  in  appreciable  amounts  was  radio-iodine. 

This  was  carried  by  the  prevailing  wind  and  deposited  on  the  ground  over  an  area  of 
approximately  200  square  miles  including  a  large  part  of  the  Rural  District  of  Ulverston, 
The  greatest  hazard  to  health  came  from  the  consumption  of  milk  from  cows  graned  on  the 
contaiQinated  land  and  especially  to  infants  and  children  who  are  relatively  bigger 
consumers  and  more  susceptible  to  the  effects  of  radia.tion.  The  distribution  of  mill-: 
from  this  district  was  suspended  on  15th  October  and  not  resumed  until  tests  ha.d  shovai 
that  its  radio-iodine  content  had  fallen  to  a  safe  level. 

As  events  turned  out  and  perDiaps  as  a.  result  of  the  precautions  taken,  no  daimige 
to  the  health  of  the  inha.bitants  occurred  but  the  Council  and  Officers  concerned  v/ere 
put  into  a  difficult  position  and  considerable  disquiet  was  caused  by  the  scarcity  of 
authoritive  information  about  the  incident  and  tlie  m.easures  being  taken  to  safeguard 
the  health  of  the  public.  This  lack  of  liason  has  now  been  recognised  and  a  standing

In  the  remainder  of 
the  district  water  is  oBtained  either  from  puBlic  supplies  owned  By  the  Rural  District 
Council  or  from  private  so-urce;-;,,  The  puBIic  supplies  at  Brought on-in-Furness,  Coniston, 
Torver,  Egton  and  liavdcsLead  tu-e  chlorinated  and  provision  is  maue  for  chlorinating  the

8  of  the  raw  water,  of  v/hich  4  were  not  satisfactory,  and  6  of  the  treated  water,  2  of 
VvRich  proved  unsatisfactorye  Adjustments  to  the  chlorination  plants  were  required  in 
the  instances  v/here  unsatisfactory  samples  were  oBtained,  8  samples  v/ere  taken  from 
private  supplies  and  3  proved  to  Be  unsatisfactory,

ILTSPECTION  AIdD  SUI^VISION  OP  POOOD. 


Details  regarding  the  inspection  of  food,  shops,  stalls,  and  vehicles,  and  jalaces 
wiiere  food  is  prepared  are  given  in  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  Report, 


Nine  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  reported  d-uring  the  yea.r.  Ei^t  of  the  cases 
occurred  at  a  boys  holiday  centre.  Enquiries  at  the  centre  revealed  that  food  provided 
from  the  kitchen  could  not  have  been  the  cause  of  the  poisoning  and  since  all  8  victims 
v/ere  from  the  same  dormitory  the  most  likely  explanation  is  that  something  v/as  consumed 
in  the  dormitory,  Unfort'unately  as  the  boys  had  gone  away  before  enquiries  could  be 
made  it  was  not  possible  to  confirm  this  theory. 

The  remaining  case  occurred  in  connection  with  an  Ulverston  Church  Choir  v/ho  went 
to  Southport  for  their  annual  outing  when  a  total  of  24  were  affected  v/ith  food 
poisoning.

I  "beg  to  subnit  the  3  jport  for  the  year  1957  on  the  T7ork  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspect 01^  Department* 

The  absence  during  the  greatei*  part  of  the  -year  of  Mr-  K,E.  Bingham,  Inspector  for 
thv  Northern  area,  proved  to  be  a  major  handicap,  and  much  of  the  work  of  routine 
inspection,  wliich  may  be  termed  the  "hard  core"  'f  the  departments  work,  was  j.eft  -undone. 
In  these  difficult  circumstances  some  order  of  priority  had  to  be  drawn  up  to  enable  the 
department  to  f-unction  and  top  priority  was  necessarily  given  to  the  work  of  mea.t 
.'.nspection.  The  latter  necessitated  regular  visits  tvra  or  three  times  per  week  at 
•^'ixed  times,  and  my  weekly  itinerary  was  more  or  less  planned  -with  these  visits  in 
mind.  After  meat  inspection,  the  investigation  of  complaints  was  made  as  soon  as  possible 
‘allowed  by  enquiries  into  infe<^tious  disease,  the  inspection  of  a  few  food  preparing 
p'r  ;mises  at  which  experience  has  -caught  that  such  visits  are  essential,  the  sampling  of 
the  public  water  supplies  and  inspection  of  caravan  sites.  Such  time  as  remained  v;as 
sneiit  on  routine  visits  to  as  many  catering  establishments,  dairies  and  bakehouses  as 
-t)Ossible  and  the  supervision  of  the  Refuse  Collection  and  Rodent  Control  Services, 

HOUSnjC;, 

Due  to  the  total  suspension  of  the  house  building  programme,  no  progress  was  made 
in  re-housing  families  occupying  dv/ellings  subject  to  Clearance  action  under  the  Housing 
Act,  1936  or  the  Act  of  1957  which  superseded  it.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there 
vfere  68  dwellings  situated  at  Coniston,  Kirkby  and  Haverthwaite,  which  v>rere  subject  to 
Clearance  Orders  confirmed  in  1937,  30  of  them  being  still  occupied.  Later  in  the  yeai’ 
action  to  secure  the  reprieve  of  12f  of  the  latter  v/as  being  taken  with  the  consent  of 
the  Minister  and  the  remaining  I6  v/ere  occupied  -under  licence  for  varying  periods  of  up 
to  five  years,  A  summary  of  the  position  with  regard  to  Section  11  procedure  (individual 
unfit  dwellings)  reveals  that  Demolition  Orders  were  in  force  on  13  properties,  5  of 
-'vhiich  v/ere  occupied,  and  that  Closing  Orders  had  been  made  on  a  further  13  properties, 
of  -/hioh  4  were  occupied,  "Undertakings"  had  been  accepted  in  respect  of  23  properties, 
but  of  these  12  co-uld  not  be  carried  out  due  to  continued  occupation, 

A  reference  to  my  report  for  the  year  195^  -will  reveal  that  3  Clearance  Areas, 
compx’ising  9  dwellings  at  Cark,  4  at  Lindale  and  5  Little  Urs'wick  had  been  represented 
to  the  Co-uncil,  but  no  action  to  secire  the  demolition  of  these  had  been  taken  by  the 
end  of  1957* 

Late  in  the  year  the  Rent  Act,  1957  came  into  force  and  7  applications  for 
0  -rtificates  of  Disrepair  were  dealt  with, 

?ATER  SUPPLIES, 

The  results  obtained  from  the  bacteriological  examination  of  the  Council's  v/ater 
supplies  revealed  that  the  chlorinating  plants  were  generally  operating  satisfactorily, 
and  their  installation  during  recent  years  may  be  regarded  as  a  major  improvement  in 
public  service.  The  smaller  -untreated  supplies  continued  to  show  -undesirable  animal 
pollution  however,  and  the  problems  raised  must  be  tackled  sooner  or  later.  If  it  is 
considered  that  the  provision  of  chlorinating  plants  would  be  -uneconomic,.,  the  only 
r  •k.isfacto-ny  solution  would  seem  to  lie  in  extension  of  the  supplies  <alrear\v  trea.ted. 

Of  8  untreated  supplies  4  proved  to  be  -unsatisfactory,  whilst  of  6  chlorinated 
supplies,  2  proved  -unsatisfactory.  The  faults  in  the  latter  lay  in  the  inadequate 
chloiine  dosage  and  this  v/as  to  be  rectified  forthv/ith, 

Dui’ing  the  ye.ar  samples  of  8  private  water  supplies  were  taken,  5  being  satisfactory. 

The  supply  was  adequate  during  the  yearn. 


SWmAQrE  Ai®  SE\^fAGE  DI3P0S/JL, 


Due  to  the  firifmcial  restrictions  no  progress  vras  made  in  the  provision  of  new 
sewerage.  Despite  this  the  nuinber  of  nev/  hatlirooms  £ind  water  closets  ixicreasedp 
resulting  in  the  construction  of  still  more  priveate  septic  tanks.  This  state  of  afftiirs 
cannot  he  regarded  in  a  very  favourable  light,  as  apeert  from  the  high  cost  to  the 
Individual,  ground  pollution  tends  to  become  excessive, 

Sev7erage  and  sewage  cli.3iDosal  facilities  one  probably  the  areah  greatest  public 
health  need  and  must  receive  the  Council’s  earnest  consideration  as  soon  as  conditions- 
perird-t, 

OAEAVAI-J  SITES. 


The  use  of  caravans  for  holiday  purposes  during  the  summer  months  showed  a  slight 
:Lncrease  compared  v;-ith  the  previous  year.  Each  of  the  20  licenced  (or  accepted  as 
licenced)  sites  v/ere  filled  almost  to  capacity  d-uring  duly  and  August,  the  number  of 
c/rravons  stationed  thereon  during  these  months  being  approximately  600,  In  addition  I 
estimate  that  about  100  caravans  were  stationed  for  periods  of  between  1  and  3  v/eeks 
on  other  sites.  The  Ia.tter  did  not  however  come  v/ithin  the  scojje  of  Section  26°  of  iun 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  as  their  period  of  siting  wan  less  than  42  days. 

Prom  the  public  hea.lth  point  of  view  only  the  sites  at  the  southern  end  of  the 
Coa.st  Roa.d  to  Barrow  ga.ve  ca.use  for  complaint.  At  these  sites  the  sanitary  facilities 
are  inadequate  and  the  question  as  to  whether  these  sites  are  to  remain  must  be  tackled 
soon.  Unless  they  are  forced  to  be  moved,  the  provision  of  suitable  sanitary 
accommodaiion  must  soon  be  made. 


INSESCTION  AID  SUPERVISION  OP  POOD  MiD  POOD  IPEI-ilSES. 


In  a.ddition  to  the  inspection  of  meat  at  privo-te  slaughterhouses,  ail  requests 
for  examination  of  foodstuffs  at  shops  and  catering  estaJblislmients  were  met,  and  vdiei=e 
nexessa.ry,  condemnation  certificates  heave  been  issued.  The  routine  inspection  of 
premises  to  ascerttin  corapliance  vith  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations  ha.s  received  very 
inadequate  a.ttention,  due  to  the  staifii-ig  difficulties  lef erred  to  in  the  preamble  to 
the  report.  It  is  a.  maiter  of  regret  that  I  bnve  to  state  that  no  inspections 
whatsoever  were  carried  out  ai  many  of  the  establishments.

REYUSE  COLLECTION. 

The  refuse  collection  serwice  was  maintained  satisfactorily  during  the  year  and 
very  fe’vv  complaints  were  received,  A  reversion  to  the  rota  system  of  holidays  proved 
to  be  a  benefit  to  the  ratepayers  end  it  is  evident  that  this  system  is  preferable  to 
the  one  used  in  eerlier  yesrs ,  under  which  the  seDevice  was  completely  suspended  for 
two  fixed  weeks. 


During  the  year  a  ne'N  7  cubic  yard  Diesel  po’wered  refuse  collection  vehicle  was 
enquired  and  this  replaced  e.  19A5  petrol  driven  vehicle  of  the  same  capo.city.  The 
latter  was  sold  to  a.  firm  of  scrap  dealers.  The  transj-jort  used  in  the  service  therefore* 
coirgorised  one,  18  cubic  y?-rd,  and  2,  7  cubic  yaru  vehicles,  all  Diesels,  and  one  10 
cubic  yard  petrol  driven  veliicle.  The  labo-ur  force  enqoloyed  remained  as  in  the  previous 
year  -  14  full  time  and  3  part  time  v/orln-nen.  All  dustbins  v/ere  emptied  fortnightly  and 
privy  middens  at  a.pproximately  3  weeks  intervals.  Refuse  disposal  was  carried  out  a.t  the 
following  sites:-  Greenodd,  Low  Wood,  Holker,  Cartmel,  Low  Field  (Llndal) ,  Kirkby, 
Erougliton,  Coniston  and  Haw/kshead.
